toe Republican National Committee. 
Mr. Banna and his friends—the trusts, 
j;o!d gamblers and monopolies—desire 
lo make this country a financial de- 
pendency of the money kings of Lon- 
don. This would bo of much greater 
advantage tojGreat Britain than if the 
United States was one of its political 
dependencies. Under our present fl- 
uaucial system Great Britain purchases 
our silver, our cotlon, our wheat and 
our corn at one-half the prices it would 
have to puy if silver was remouetized. 
The masses, who are tinancialiy injured 
by this policy, object to having it iirmly 
fastened on the cuuutry, but the few 
who are benefited by it insist on its 
continuance until Great Britain con- 
sents to have it changed. 


Why should the people of ine dated 


States, who now number about 70,000,- 
000, await the assent of auy nation on 
the globe to do what even the gold 
men admit would bo beneficial to 
the country? Throo millions of peo- 
ple established a republic iu this coun- 
try against tbe wishes of Gre-U Britain 
nnd have maintained its ioileptsadoace 
for 120 years. Among the rights which 
it assumed was to coin tnoooy and reg. 
ulate the value thereof. That; right, 
was maintained for nearly a century 
and the masses assert thuttheysi.mil 
ever maintain it. Tho classes dnclnre 
that such an assertion is anarchistic, 
and call upon European plutocrats for 
money and arguments to 
convince) 


American citizens that they should 
uot insist on coining money without 
tho consent of Europe. 


What would those who believe iu 


letting Europe dictate oar financial 
policy say if the proposition waw made 
to lot Europe dictate our tariff policy? 
Would not many of those who ara to- 
day advocating tho gold policy be up 
in arms against it? 
Yet there is 


scarcely an argument that ouu bo ad- 
vanced in favor of one that cannot., to a 
certain extent, be used iu favor of the 
other. We are the greatest silver pro- 
ducing nation on the earth. England 
and other European nations must pur- 
chase a large amount of our silver 
product. It is of great importance to 
no nil producers of the metal to main- 
lain the price of silver at Us coinage 
value, and it is equally important lo 
England, as purchaser of silver, to de- 
press the price of the metal. Instead 
of giving silver a fixed value us England 
gives gold, by opening the miufcs for its 
coinage, as was tho law and the cus- 
tom for'years, wo discriminate against 
it and benefit England by depressing 
its market [value. We have not gold 
enough for our business requirements; 
in fact flfty or sixty millions of our 
people do not use gold money at all, 
yet one of the great political parties, 
whose leaders conspire with tho gold 
owners of other nations, insist that 
gold and gold only shall be a legal 
tender for debta,which when contracted, 
were payable in coin, and coin, where 
the word occurs in Government con- 
tracts, was defined by Congress to 
mean gold or silver ooias of the United 
States, among which are enumerated 
the dollar of 412)£ grains of standard 
silver. How can it be termed repudia- 
tion to coin such dollars and pay debts 
with them, when they are nominated in 
the bond as coin? No nation of which 
mention is made in ancient or modern 
history, ever had too much gold and 
silver and why it is that persons who

The Governor Calls Upon the Mllitln to 


-Enforce Murtlal Law. 


DE.NVEB, Sept. 23.—At 7 o'clock this 


morning Governor Mclntyro sent a tel- 
egram 
of 
instructions to General 


Brooks at Loadviile, giving him full 
power to act aa his representative in 
suppressing tho riot in that city and 
district. General Brooks is spocillcally 
instructed to permit uo interference 
from any source whatever, and to nut 
with or without cu-operatiou of Uie 
local authorities. Iiieuteuaut iJyaam, 
a United States oilioer attached to the 
Governor's staff, ou being nskad if t.iio 
order gava General Brooks military 
power sufficient tu enforce mart.i:tl law 
replied thatitdid practically amount to 
martial law. 


LEADVILLB, September 23.—An at- 


tempt was made, presumably by strik- 
ers or their sympathizei-s, just before 
dawn to-day to destroy tho Leadvitle 
waterworks. A guard of thirty soldiers 
had been stationed at the works. At 
about 5 A. M. the pickets saw a flash on 
a distant hill, supposed to have been a 
signal. A little later the sentry dis- 
cernsd forms crawling upon him. He 
hailed them and was answered by a 
shot. Several scattering shots were 
fired, but the attacking party, finding 
the guard wide awake, drew off without 
any injury being done_to either side, so 
far as known.

BY NATIVES OF THE TROPICa 


ArtlOclal Swainps of New Onlnea—India1* 


"Floating Vllla(es"-9abterranean Dwell- 
ings at the Syrians—The King of Slam's 
Glass Honse. 


If people will only profit by example 


they cau keep cool. Jost -see how the 
other fellow, who liyea where it is al- 
ways hot, manages to be comfortable, 
and then yon will have struck the key- 
note. 


For centuries the inhabitants of the 


tropics have been devising ways to 
keep cool. Not only have the natural 
resources of their own countries been 
converted into methods of cooling 
schemes, but the mechanical skill of 
modern science has also been introduced 
by the fabulously wealthy rulers of these 
semi barbarous lauds. 


The natives of New Guinea, who are 


compelled, owing to the intense heat, 
to go almost naked during most of the 
your, have hit upon a scheme that is 
Jaimed to make lifo not only bearable, 
jut highly enjoyable during the long, 
lot days when the broiling sun is send- 
'ug down seeming rays of fire. 


Whilo their plan does not tax the 


brains of modern science, it is, never- 
Iieless, unique , and involves the labor 
of an enormous army of workers. Their 
method is to take a broad stretch of 
and adjoining their large villages and 
:ouvert it into a swamp. This is done 
>y clearing the land thoroughly of all 
•egotation aud underbrush, only tho 
reoa being loft standing. By months of 
patient labor, in which all inhabitants 
f (he village, both men and women, 
oiri, they dig a canal from the nearest 
abe and drain it into their artificial 
aarsh, Tho depth of water in these 
narshes varies from 10 to SO or 80 feet, 
ccording to tho excavation done before- 
und. 
Tress are then cut and carefully strip- 
ed of both bark and branches and 
riven iu groups in numerous parts of 
he marsh, leaving about 10 or 15 feet 
bova tho water. On the tops of these 
tilts, or piles, the houses are then built 
ud so overhang the marsh. 
In some parts of India "floating vil- 
iges" have been constructed with great 
uocess. The inventors of this mode of 
oepiug cool carne from inland tribes of 
uHves, where the heat killed off hun- 
rcds every year. These men journeyed 


> tho river shores and there built their 
rases on large llat rafts. Some of these 
.ihigea have now grown to large pro- 
irtions, aud one nearMacCluer's inlet,

M limbers over 800 houses. They are all 
coiinpctctl by ropes, with some 30 feet 
••j.f water between, and move with the 
''.—rent-. This huge excursion fleet, as it 
:,)-;>?ars, lazily floats from one shore to 
H.,' olhpr nnrl up aud down the stream, 
catching all tho air that comes from the 
neighboring forests. 
The difference in 


temperature between" the land and tho 
rufts averages 25 degrees. 


In Syria the latest and most effectual 


scbemo of escaping the stifling heat has 
been found in the subterranean passages, 
of which the country has many. Large 
forces of Syrians have made mammoth 
excavations in the passages, aud here, 
deep dowa in tho bowels of tho earth, 
built abodes. It is very cool down there* 
the rooks oftentimes being actually cold. 
This is largely accounted for by their 
contact with the numerous subterranean 
waterways, which flow along under 
mountains and rents in the rocks caused 
by internal voloanio eruptions. 


Down there, hundreds of feet beneath 


the earth's surface and in, as it were, 
a gigantic tomb, the Syrians pass the 
heated portion of the day in quiet se- 
clusion and peaceful rest. 


Tho Chinese, although a backward 


and unprogressive race, have neverthe- 
less tried many experiments for keeping 
coo), and think they have solved the 
question by their "tree dwellings. " A t 
least it is the most satisfactory method 
that haa ever been put in operation in 
tho Flowery Kingdom. 


Taking, advantage of the tremendous 


growth of trees in some parts of the yel- 
low empire, tho natives have built their 
houses, like nests, in them. This they 
do by splitting the large and topmost 
branches and fitting tho foundation of 
tlieso nouses securely in these splits. 


Perched rip there, a hundred feet in 


the iiir and in tho direct sweep of the 
v.'iiid when tliero is any, the Celestials 
dmua nwuy tho tedious summer clay, 
'i'he typa of architecture is more preten- 
tious than that displayed iu tho simple 
log cabin. The walls are decorated 
with curious designs, and the inter- 
woven latticework of palm and bamboo 
which form tho houses give them a rle- 
li;;htfnlly cool and airy appearance. It 
is ;:;i ideal liest, and one in which the 
C-.-.iestial never tires of lingering. 


The king of Siara has n scheme on 


ivhicb that swarthy rnler labored for 
'.n-.iuy years, and which, besides being 
wholly original, represents aa expendi- 
ture of inonoy that would make a dozen 
wen wealthy for Bfe. In substance, it .is 
a 
m:uamo(h glass room, measuring 


soniK 20 foot pquaro by 15 feed high, 
constructed ou tho surface^ of it lake, 
into which it is submerged, on hot days. 


With Iho exception of tho floor, it is 


entirely, of heavy plate glass closaly fit- 
tod into steal frames. It took over five 
years of steady labor to make this ro- 
mitvkublo room, and so jealous* of the 
secret was its imperial inventor that 
each particle of the room was manufac- 
tured in a different place and by work- 
men entirely unfamiliar with the other 
parts of the structure.—New York Jour-
